Class Helps 
Fieavy Eaters 
And Smokers 


The Grayling Community Education is offering seminars 
to help smokers and heavy eaters keep their New Year's 
resolutions. If you’re among those who pledged to give up 
cigarettes or slim down in 1985, you can receive support at 
one of the 2-hour hypnosis sessions scheduled for Wednesday, 
January 16, at Grayling High School. 

Hypnotist David Rowe will help you eliminate destruc- 
tive habits that damage your health and your self image. The 
stop smoking seminar will begin at 6 p.m. and the weight con- 
trol at 8:30 p.m. The fee for either session is $30. Registration 
is being taken by the community education at 517-348-7641. 

All participants will receive a cassette tape to reinforce 
the hypnotic suggestions which Rowe will give in four hyp- 
notic inductions during the single session. 

“My job is to deal with your subconscious, where your 
feelings live,’ Rowe says. ““Your conscious mind already 
knows that smoking and overeating are bad for your health, 
but both ‘feel’ good. Hypnosis can change that feeling and get 
the subconscious to agree with your conscious decision to 
stop a bad habit.” 

The community education emphasizes that if you’d like 
to try hypnosis, you have absolutely nothing to lose. Halfway 
through the seminar, after the group has been hypnotized 
twice, participants will be offered their money back if they're 
in any way displeased. 

The Self Psych follow-up survey indicates that two out of 
three smokers become immediate non-smokers with the stop 
smoking seminar. They receive a simple 7-day self-help sys- 
tem to help Convert them permanenily to non-smokers. 

In addition to the cassette tape, weight control partici- 
pants receive specific instructions which they are expected 
to follow and record in a weight diary. They receive six mon- 
ths of weight loss support, including five additional, different 
diaries, which are sent to them when they return completed 
diaries to Self Psych. 

The Self Psych seminars have been successfully offered 
for American Lung Association affiliates in 74 cities in 11 
states, the Texas Public Health Association in 15 cities, the 
National Kidney Foundation of Louisiana in seven cities, and 
for community education programs in more than 100 Mich- 
igan school districts.

Fire Marshall Renrort

A state fire marshall inspected the Grayling Middle 
Schoul Wednesday, December 26, and the school district is 
waiting for a report that’s expected to come within two 
weeks. 

Earlier in December before the inspection, Superinten- 
dent Kent Reynolds said it is unlikely the building will be or- 
dered closed. He said the 69-year-old building only has to 
comply with old fire codes. 

Reynolds said the fire marshall mainly looks at whether 
kids can get out of the building in case of fire and checks 
combustible materials in the building. 

The fire marshall inspector isn’t looking at the quality of 
the building for educating students, he said. 

The inspection occurred because of the requests by two 
citizens in Grayling. Geraldine Yates and George Morse 
requested an inspection in September listing several items of 
concern for the safety of students including exposed over- 
head black plastic plumbing in classrooms and main 
hallways, classrooms with insufficient and indirect exit 
routes, no baffles in vent systems between floors, classrooms 


near the boiler, and overhead gas pipes. 

The Gaylord unit supervisor of the State Fire Marshall, 
Donald Schorfhaar, denied their request because the con- 
ditions do not appear to be a serious threat to life safety or 
constitute a hazardous condition. Schorfaar said it is their 
policy to honor inspection requests from only school adminis- 
trators and school boards unless there is a serious threat to 
life safety. He also said there were two proposals on the 
December ballot that could correct any of the problems men- 
tioned. 


The two Grayling citizens managed to obtain an inspec- 
tion later after an inspector for social services found the 
middle school unfit to house 13 children in an after-school 
program for the AuSable Day Care Center. 

The building for an after-school program needed to meet 
modern standards and the middle school didn’t. Yates and 
Morse wrote to the Lansing Fire Marshall Office after learn- 
ing the middle school flunked safety standards for the after- 
school program. This time the state office ordered the 
regional unit to inspect the middle school.

Consumers Power Seils Land 
on AuSable-Manistee Rivers 


Officials of the United 
States Forest Service and 
Consumers Power Company 
today jointly announced the 
culmination of sales total- 
ling over 28,800 acres of 
riverland on the AuSable and 
Manistee rivers to the Forest 
Service. Total purchase 
price of the several sales is 
$15.5 million. The land pur- 
chased in 1984 under the 
packaze was 1,582 acres for 
$1.2 million. 

Consumers Power also 
annonneed that it hac trane- 
ferred over 22,000 acres of 
AuSable and Manistee river- 
land, at a price of $10.3

% the package was 2,375 acres 
for $1.5 million. The utility 
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mately 260 private sites to 
individuals who had been 
leasing them, The amount of 
these sales was $5.7 million. 


The total acreage included 
in all of these sales revre- 
sents one-half of the land 
Consumers Power owns on 
the two rivers. Meetings 
began in 1975 between Con- 
sumers Power and the U.S. 
Forest Service, Michigan’s 
Department of Natural 
Resources and individual 
leaseholders to discuss tran- 
efor of the nronerties, 

“We are very pleased with 
this transfer of valuable 
riverland from Consumers 
Power to the federal govern- 
ment,” said Wayne K. Mann, 
US. forest supervisor at 
Cadillac. ‘Consumers has 
taken great cere over the 
past severe! decades to im- 
prove und preserve the in- 


tegrity of the AuSable and 
Manistee rivers by using 
good timber management 
and conservation prac- 
tices,’’ said Mann. 

“This fact is evidenced by 
the recent U.S. Congres- 
sional designation of this 
stretch of the AuSable river 
under the Wild and Scenic 
Rivers Act,”’ said Mann. 


“Transferring the owner- 
ship of these lands to the 
federal government means 
the recreational value of the 
laikas Will Ue preserved [or 
generations to come,” added 
Mann. 

“The transfer of these im- 
portant lands would not have 
been possible without the 
cooperation of the federal 
government,” said William 
L. Reid, manager of land 
and right of way for Con- 
sumers Power. ‘“‘Much of the 


land sold to the Forest Ser- 
vice in 1984 was under 
federal energy regulation 
license and required ad- 
ditional cooperation from 
that branch of government 
as well,” added Reid.

The rates 
will be reviewed in six months. 
—Adopted a new fee schedule for building Lermits, effective 
January lst. (Copy on file in the Clerk's office.) 
~Approved purchase of a stand for the small copy machine for 
$75.00 and seven used chairs for $75.00. ; 
—Recorded no objection to transfer of the District Court Proba- 
tion Officer to Roscommon County employ, or to transfer of his 
retirement to Roscommon’s MERS account, provided Crawford 
incurs no additional cost in the process. 
—Increased the fee for certified copies of vital records in the 
Clerk’s Office by $1.00. New charge, effective Jan. Ist, is $6.00 
for one certified copy, and $3.00 for each additional copy pur- 
chased at the same time. 
—Approved a transfer of $7,500.00 from General Fund appro- 
priations to the Airport. 
~-Placed a freeze on all new hires and personnel replacements 
until further notice. Exception was an unfilled clerical position in 
the Equalization Dept. which was budgeted for 1985. The return 
‘a a deputy clerk from sick leave was also excluded from the 
reeze. 
—Transferred $162,414.00 from the Federal Revenue Sharing

EVERY YEAR, or so it seems, the Christ- 
mas season will draw out some hue and cry 
about the propriety and the legality of cer- 
QW tain Christmas traditions.

It happened again this Christmas season 
across the country - but here in Michigan, 
the primary attention was focused on Dear- 
born where the city erected a near-life size 
nativity scene on the lawn of Dearborn City

DEARBORN MAYOR John O’Reilly 
vowed to fight to keep the scene intact, and 
the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
predictably attacked the practice. The 
ACLU went into federal court, and just as 
predictably Judge Anna Diggs Taylor ruled 
that the creche had to go. 

But Dearborn figured out a way around 
the order. The city sold the nativity figures 
and the actual land on which the display was 
located to a private foundation for a 
minimal figure, and the foundation in turn 
handed over the display and the Jand to the 
Dearborn Chamber of Commerce. The 
nativity scene stayed, and Judge Taylor 
ruled on appeal that the Dearborn 
“Maneuver was legal.

Nativity Scene 
Furor Subsides

has issued postage stamps depicting Mary 
and Baby Jesus, as well as Santa Claus - 
who, after all, comes from St. Nicholas, the 
Bishop of Myra. 

“If the ACLU is to do its watchdog job, it 
will have to do more than go to court over 
ereches on city hall lawns,” the Bishop 
writes. “It will have to go after street light- 
ing, Christmas trees, wreaths, candy canes, 
postage stamps and Santa Claus in public 
buildings and thoroughfares. 

“Even the courts will have a hard time 
convincing most Americans that these find- 
ings establish an official state church in the 
sense that the founding fathers meant ‘an 
establishment of religion’ in the First 
Amendment.”’ 

* * * 

TO ADD TO THE Bishop’s list of other 
“violations” of the separation clause, I 
heard a public school vocal group, led by a 
public school teacher, sing various Christ- 
mas songs about the birth of Jesus, and 
“silent nights” and gathering of “the faith- 
ful’’...was that a violation of the Constitu- 
tion? I think not. 

And on the State Capitol lawn is a stable 
seene depicting the birth of Jesus, carrying 
a sign that it was not erected at public ex- 
pense. Is that a violation? Apparently not. 

I agree that the ACLU and other objectors 
to Nativity Scenes and Christ in Christmas 
miss the mark when they argue that the 
religious displays violate the ccnstitution. 
Christmas is a Christian religious holiday, 
and public recognition of this fact - by cities, 
schools and the federal government - poses 
no danger to the minds and morals of Amer- 
icans, and really threatens nobody. 

* * * 

BEFORE WE LEAVE the subject for 
another 10 or 11 months, however, let us 
keep in mind something significant about 
the ACLU and other individuals and groups 
who stand against the mainstream of Amer- 
ican opinion. 

Although their role is usually unpopular, 
such groups are important to our system 
and to our citizens. 

It’s inherenent in the nature of the ACLU 
role that it takes unpopular positions. The 
ACLU seeks to defend rights that would 
need no defense if they were backed by the 
popular majority. Thus the ACLU and 
similar organizations are forever on what 
most of us consider the ‘“‘wrong” or un- 
popular sides of the issues. 

Personally I hope the ACLU and its 
brethren continue to present the alternate 
viewpoint when basic rights are threatened. 
Who knows when any one of us may need 
such support? But in this particular instan- 
ce, I think they’re wrong.

reason for lower lapses was $20 million in 
oversnending by the Denartment of Social 
Services, which will have to be covered with 
suppiemental appropriations this year, in- 
stead of an expected $10 million lapse.

Naftaly said a year from now, the state 
will be able to conform to accepted account- 
ing procedures and then the financial state- 
ment will reflect a true condition. 

A portion of the cigarette tax and a .25 per- 
cent income tax levy will continue to be 
collected over that time until a fund devoted 
to correcting accounting procedures has 
enough to properly reflect about $750 million 
in annual income tax collections. 

The report showed the fund still about 
$63.8 million in the red as of September 30, 
but with the two taxes producing about $20 
million a month, Ferris said as of about mid- 
December, it is no longer accurate to say 
Michigan has a long-term debt.

A Bit of History 


One of my sincerest wishes 
for 1985, is that the people of 


the Crawford AuSable 
School District resolve the 
Middle School Problem. 


Let’s all get together and get 
things done for our Future 
Citizens. 

Some ideas that mighi 
satisfy a few of the people 
are as follows: 

We might go back to the 
1918 school system. At that 
time there were twenty four 
schcols in Crawford County. 
Most of the schools had 
grades one through eight and 
one teacher. Each teacher 
maintained strict discipline 
in the school without any in- 
terference from the parents. 
That type of parental sup- 
port would be helpful today. 
All students had to walk to 
school under this system. 
There were no school or dial- 
a-ride buses offering door to 
door transportation at that 
time. 

Some of these country 
school buildings are still 
standing. They could be 
renovated and used, The 
teachers could also take on 
the janitors job as some 
teachers did in early times. 
This would cut down on 
operational expenses. 

Another sad happening 
about our school system - 


. was the tearing down of the 


South Side School. The 
natives of the south side 
worked for several years to 
get this school building. It 
was to help take care of the 
small south side children. 
There wasn’t any school 
buses in those days. 

The building had two 
rooms, one room was for the 
first and second grades, the 
other for the third and fourth 
grades. There were two 
teachers. Each teacher had 
fifty pupils. Something like 
that might be tried today. It 
would require less class- 
rooms, This school building 
was built in 1913 ad turn 
down in 1975, It should have 
been renovated as it was 
only 62 years old. 

1 was one of the ‘“Scum- 
my” kids who went to the 


South Side School. 
“Scummy” was the de- 
grading name that the 


janitor called the kids. I can 
imagine what would happen 
today if the janitor used that 
term. 

One thing for certain the 
teachers had discipline in 
the classroom. The parents 
weren’t about to have the 
teachers arrested for taking 
charge of the students. 

I am quite sure that 
history will show that some 
teachers had fifty pupils in 
their classrooms in the mid- 
dle and late twenties. Today 
that would help eliminate the 
need for more classrooms. 

To bring you up to date on 
our twenty four schools in 
1918, I will name them:

Dates Changed at Mercy 


Grayling Mercy Hospital 
announced they are 
changing the dates of the bi- 
monthly Blood Pressure 
Clinics from the second and 
fourth Mondays of each 
month to the fourth Monday 
only. Pat Hanson, com- 
munity service coordinator 
at Mercy Hospital said the

The problem is people with 
high blood pressure may not 
realize they even have the 
condition because they feel 
fine and show no symptoms.

After months and years of 
continuous high blood 
pressure, the effects of the 
condition start to manifest 
itself.

Mrs. Hanson said we need 
to identify these people early 
so the years of wearing and 
tearing can be halted, or at 
least slowed down.

Eliminating one clinic a 
month will allow Mercy 
Hospital to experiment with 
other programs to reach the 
young and middle aged per- 
son. Mrs. Hanson said they 
are considering taking the 
clinic out to — schools, 
businesses and industry to 
do on the spot checking. This 
program is still in the plan- 
ning stages and more infor- 
mation will be released as 
the program develops, said 
Mrs. Hanson.

Over One Million People 
Receive Michigan Welfare 


By Sen. Connie Binsfeid 


More than one million 
people in Michigan receive 
some form of welfare. It 
may be food stamps, it may 
be General Assistance, it 
may be Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children. Serving 
so many people, it is not sur- 
prising that Michigan’s pro- 
grams have a high error 
rate. 

Under federal regulations, 
if an error or fraud rate for a 
state Social Services agency 
exceeds a certain level, then 
the federal government can 
demand repayment of a por- 
tion of the funding. Until 
now, the federal government 
has not forced any state to 
pay back any money. How- 
ever, Michigan’s Dept. of 


Social Services (DSS) faces 


possible federal sanctions of 
up to $30 million for errors in 
1983 and $15 million in 1982. 

So in an effort to reduce 
the error rate, and save tax- 
payers at least part of the $40 
million that welfare fraud 
and errors in Michigan cost 
each year, Michigan 
businesses soon may have to 
provide lists of their em- 
ployees to the state. 

Under the proposal, em- 
ployment lists would be com- 
pared with the _ state’s 
welfare rolls every three 
months to find recipients 
who claim they are unem- 
ployed or earning more than 
the minimum income allow- 
ed under a welfare program. 
The move could save up to 
$20 million in its first year by 
reducing overpayments and

Resource 
Review

In general, there are four 


types of regulations with 
which a Conservation Of- 
ficer deals. These are state 
law, administrative rules, 
Commission Orders and 
Director’s Orders. 

State laws, passed by the 
legislature and signed by the 
Governor, attempt to set 
major guidelines for action. 
For example, the Game Law 
{Act 286 of 1929) covers the 
do’s and don’ts of hunting, 
trapping and related ac- 
tivities. State law cannot be 
changed without action by 
both houses of the legisla- 
ture. 

Administrative rules are 
used by all state depart- 
ments to enhance the state 
laws they administer. In- 
stead of the legislature get- 
ting bogged down in the rules 
process, a joint committee 
acts upon rules proposed by 
a department. If approved, 
the rules carry the weight of 
iaw. Requirements for 
safety equipment on water- 
craft are administrative 
rules. 

Commission Orders 
emanate from the Natural 
Resources Commission and 
generally set forth specific 
regulations allowed by 
statute. For example, the 
Game Law sets hunting 
seasons and bag limits for 
certain animals. In some 
cases, these are locked in 
and cannot be changed. 
Others, however, are 
flexible, with the NRC given 
authority to do what it deems 
best. Examples of these are 
bear, turkey, and waterfowl! 
seasons. At no time can the 
NRC go outside the limits set 
by statute. 

The Director uf the DNR is 
empowered by statute to 
issue orders relative to 
many aspects of the depart- 
ment’s activities. Examples 
of Director’s Orders are 
those dealing with state 
lands (Deward closure) and 
fish (Quality Fishing Regu- 
lations). Again, a Director’s 
Order must stay within the 


letter and spirit of existing 


law. 

All four of these sources 
have one thing in common: 
public input is welcome and 
hoped. for during develop- 
mental stages. 

It is sometimes difficult to 
understand why we have 
regulations coming from so 
many sources. Why not just 
allow the legislature to han- 
dle everything? Well, mainly 
because they couldn’t do it. 
Amending a law is a cumber- 
some, time consuming 
process, whereas changing 
an order to enlarge a turkey 
hunting area is quickly and 
efficiently done.

After 1864, the business of 
logging and pine became 
Such a great business that 
for nearly half a century the 
name of Michigan was a 
synonym for pine logging. 
On the Muskegon, 96 million 
board feet of logs were raft- 
ed and delivered by the 
Muskegon Booming Com- 
pany in its first year of 
operation. The Tittabawas- 
see Boom Company, in 1864, 
rafted and delivered 90 
million board feet of logs. 

It is apparent that the need 
for more and varied log 
marks was necessary. In 
fact, in just a few short years 
the multitude of log marks 
became so complex that one 
of the major booming com- 
panies is said to have offered 
fitty dollars to anyone who 
could design a mark of three 
letters in any arrangement 


that had not been used 
before. 
The variety of marks 


seems boundless. Combina- 
tions of letters, letters and 
numbers, numbers, letters 
and symbols, or symbols 
were a]l used. The language 
used by the rivermen to 
identify such marks was, to 
say the least, at times un- 
orintable. A reversed ‘‘Z”, 
for instance, was a ‘“‘square 
snake.” A ‘K’’ on its back 
with a curve over it became 
a “flying K.” A circle with 
rays emanating from it like 
a stylized sun was cailed 
“Solar.” One Salling-Hanson 
Company mark was the 
initials R.H. followed closely 
by a stylized pine tree. This 
mark was called Hanson’s 
Pine and was used in the 
Alpena area in 1887.
